J. J. HOGAN POWERFUL FIGURE 


Biography of Remarkable 
Man Shows Incidents and

called La Crosse home 
Fifty-one years ago Jam es J. Ho-( 
Hogan established 
himself in t h e ; 
grocery business, and the nam e Ho-, 
gan has been synonymous with lead­ 
ership in this line from th a t date. 
Among the men 
associated with 
Mr. Hogan in bis enterprise during 
the early days was F rank Cook, now 
of Et. Paul where 
he is with the 
L am b Lum ber Company. 
Mr. Cook 
spent fifteen years with the Hogan 
company. 
William 
Burns 
was al­ 
so a trusted lieutenant of Mr. Ho­ 
gan, having spent ten years in his 
service. 
Frederick W. Fox, at pres­ 
ent active m anager of the company, 
joined Mr. Hogan thirty-one years 
ago and has been continuously a s ­ 
sociated with the concern. 
The Original Firm 
The firm was originally 
Hogan 
and Bohman and did a retail bus­ 
iness. 
It was at first located up­ 
stairs in the old Fay building, n o w 
occupied

ing company. 
In the 
general of­ 
fice of the Hogan 
company today 
hangs a portrait of John Pahlman.
